He had attended to hi* oongreestonal 
dntiea dnring (he day and iras to all ath 
pearancee in fall tIi^ <rf haalth. The 
fact of hia death was difficult of oon- 
firmatian. As Mn. Honk was haasily 
•nnunonedto the tide of her etrlcktm 
husband and had not left word as to 
where she was Koinn. the iKiture and ex- 
tent of what lukl huppc^ucd, wus not 
known it his lesi d ence witil late at 
night.

George W. Houk of Day ton,. O., was 
boro iu Cumberland county, Pa., Sept 28, 
Mb.. Ha rsmored with bis tetfeer to Ohio 
In 1W7 and settled In Dayton, O., hia prea- 
•nt home. 

After receiving an academic education he 
taught school, studied law, and waa ad- 
mitted to the bar. He formed a partner- 
ship with his preceptor, Hon. IVatsr B. 
Lowe, in 1846. In IfiSiUB he was elected to 
the state legtalatuie from Moatgomsry 
county, and terved through hia term as 
chairman of the judMacy committoa of 
the house. 

In 1860 ha was a delegate to the Cbarlca- 
ton-Balttmors oonrsntioo, and was an 
ardent supporter «f Bfr. Douglas for the 
prsaifleney. He waa also a dslsgato to the 
national' Demooratio oonTention in 1887. 
From 18S1 to 1889 he waa iaaoUTalaw 
practice in partnership with Hon. John A. 
MoMahon in Dayton. In 188* ha was 
unanimously nominated for the circuit 
judgeship of the Second cirouit, but was 
defcatodi and was in the same year district 
•lector on the Demooratio presidential 
ticket 

In 1880 he was unanimouBly nominated 
as tne Democrntic candidate for fonKn-ss 
in tht Third district, but whs ilefi/Hted: 
was elected to the Fifty-second and re- 
elected to the Fifty-third congreisesasa 
Otnocrat.

Long waa 
su[iposed to b«' on the train, and Bob 
Marler. when lie tired the shot, mistook 
the conductor for him. 

The Murlers were tried and Bob found 
guilty and sentenced to death, his brother 
being given a lite sentence. An att'.'mpt 
was matU to lynch the condemned man, 
but the militia waa called out and the 
mob repulsed. 

This is the first Judicial hanging Iq 
Boutheastem Kentucky, and the veraict 
gave general satisfaction. Great praise 
is due Sheriff Colson and Captain Hel- 
bura for fooling the mob and their snb- 
secjuent aid in convicting tiie prisoners.

live<l here for many yeara under his jis- 
suukhI name. He was a hard lalH)rer. 
but h aves a large family in a destitute 
condition. Dimii gave himaetf np, and 
was lodged in jail at Stanford.

The House, by a 
vote dftd to 34, ordered the bill to its 
second reading, bai'^t;wi«'iii li^Uf proba- 
bility of its pasting. 

The Senate defeated the bill reqairing 
all railroad companies operating in this 
State to be incorporg^d under t^e State 
laws. The bill, if it had paaaed, would 
have required all 'iti^ratioii with puch 
railroads to have been settled in the 
State courts. The railroads prefer that 
cases of moment be heard in the United 
State* Courts, where the corporations 
have * belter show. 

Th«^ act rojfulatlng tax on building as- 
sociations was also passed by the Senate.
